BUCHAREST (JTA) — Jewish 


circles were disturbed this week 
by a program to expel Jews to Mad- 
agascar and bar them from trade 
and commerce in Rumania, offered 
to the senate by Prof, Alexander 
Cuza, head of the anti-Semitic Na- 
tional Christian Party.

NEW YORK (JTA)—Samuel Un- 
termyer, president of the Non 
Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, last 
week telegraphed Henry Ford call- 
ing his attention to the fact that 


his repudiated book, “The Interna- | 


tional Jew.” is being sold in New 
York in a 1236 edition under a Ber- 
lin imprint. 

Mr. Untermyer asked ‘“unquali- 
fied disavowal of any knowledge or 
authority on your part for the pub- 
lication and distribution of this 
present German book.” 

The Anti-Nazi League also wired 
Rep. John McCormack, who headed 
the recent congressional investiga- 
tion into un-American activities, 
asking steps to prohibit. the send- 
ing of propaganda into the United 
States intended to stir racial hat- 
reds. 

The investigation disclosed that 
mew editions of Henry Ford’s repu- 
diated book, “The International 
Jew,” are appearing and that cop-

Lutherans In

NEW YORK (JTA)—An appeal 
to Lutheran pastors and church 
leaders from representatives of the 
five synods of the American Lu- 
theran conference to “take a firm 
stand against slander and false- 
hood” being disseminated against 
the Jews in America was made 
public last week by the signers. 

It deplored “anti-Semitism in 

whatever form it may take as in- 
compatible with the dotrines of the 
Bible and hostile to the confession 
and teaching of the Lutheran 
church as well as inconsistent with 
jour theritage of liberty and fair 
| play. 
' The statement called attention to 
lthe “persistent campaign of Jew 
hatred” carried on by foreign agen- 
cies, augmented by so-called Funda- 
mentalist leaders and fed by thou- 
sands of pamphlets, books, periodi- 
cals and radio addresses. 

Signers of the appeal are Rev- 
erends §.
